REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest the instant invention as 
instantly claimed with respect to the commutator having a set of input electrodes which 
are arranged to be immersed In electrolyte within a container and further arrange to 
receive an AC electrical signal at the pair of input electrodes and to convert the AC 
electrical signal to a DC signal at two points within the electrolyte and further having a 
controller that controls the commutator and further having a set of working electrodes 
immersed in the electrolyte so as to pass current there between. The prior art of record 
received on 12/8/08 has been considered as well as the lack of clarity issues, however, 
the examiner finds those clarity issues unfounded, since it is known in the art to use a 
commutator that is connected to a dynamo for the purpose of converting AC signals into 
DC signals. Since applicants instant specification discloses the conversion, it appears 
that regardless of the non use of the term dynamo is inconsequential since this aspect 
is known in the art. With regards to a commutator being a reversing circuit and not used 
for electrolyte flow, this also appears in consequential since applicants instant 
specification is quite clear as to the commutator being adapted for this situation and 
since the claims are clear that electrolyte does flow through the commutator, it appears 
that this lack of clarity shown in the European search report, is in fact not unclear. 
Therefore, the applicants instant invention is considered novel by the examiner of 
record.
